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THE NEW ITALIAN PARLIAMENT. 
THERE is some disposition, we fancy, to judge Italy by an 
unfair standard, The tone of criticism which seems to be 
considered most suitable to her position is extremely harsh, 
even though it be meant to express kindly intentions, The 
friends of Italy, no doubt, see in her present position much 
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to deplore; in her immediate prospects, much to appre- 
hend, But they do not sufficiently allow for the inevitable 
effects of the past, In her struggle for independence they 
gave her every encouragement ; now that her independence is 
assured they are a little too liberal of censure, Italy, by 
gallant, arduous, exhausting efforts, has at length reached 
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the summit to which, ten years ago, it was thought little 
short of madness for her to aspire, Her flag waves 
proudly over the whole peninsula—from the Alps to the 
Adriatic, She put all her available strength into the contest 
which has at last made her mistress of herself, She pants, 
she trembles in every limb, she shows symptoms of having 
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taxed her energies beyond their natural limits. She will 
recever herself, doubtless, but she requires time. It is not 
quite considerate to expect from her just now all the steadi- 
mess of progress which might be fairly demanded from a 
country whose Constitution is of old, and whose vital powers 
have never of late been severely tried. The friends of Italy 


should stand by her until she has had time to regain | 


breath, snd, instead of worrying her with reproach in the 
shape of advice, should let her feel that in the extremity of 
her exhaustion her spirit is not misunderstood, 

Italy, as she now is, would soon cease to be Italy, England, 
at the termination of the War of the Roses, would have soon 
eeased to be England but for an entire alteration of her policy. 
She had, in some sort, to break with the past in order to 
qualify herself for dealing with the future. So it is now with 
Italy, As the King solemnly reminded his newly elected 
Parliament, “ There has been a time for daring resolutions 
and bold enterprise. . . . Now that her existence is 
assured, Italy demands that the forces of her intelligence and 
her will shall not be exhausted in intemperance and rivalr; ; 
but shall, on the contrary, be concentrated, with the object of 
giving her a stable and wise organisation, in order that 
she may be able to develop in repose and tranquillity 
the elements of vitality and prosperity which she has 
received from Providence.” Her rulers, then, know perfectly 
well what she wants, and have patriotism enough to let their 
action be guided by their knowledge. Her Parliament, 
“renovated at the fountain-head of the national suffrage,’ 
will, we trust, address itself, with a grave sense of its respon- 
sibility, to the difficult work before it, as in electing it her 
constituencies have exhibited a marked increase of national 
and political life. Patience! She wil) come right by-and-by. 

The Italian Parliament was opened by King Victor 
Emmanuel on Friday last. Perhaps its political complexion 
has not yet been fully ascertained, even by the Government at 
Florence. It is generally thought, however, to be more “ mode- 
rate”—that is, less under the influence of the “ party of 
action"’— than its predecessor, Unquestionably it has 
before it a task which will put all its legislative 
ability to the proof. As Signor Rattazzi told his consti- 
tuents at Alessandria a few days ago, the financial situation 
ef Italy is “disastrous.” The Speech from the Throne, in 
more euphemious phrase, implies as much, “The financial 
question is at the present day,” it says, “not only a question 
ef supreme interest for Italy, but also one of honour and 
national dignity.’ How to make both ends meet is the 
problem to be solved, and it must be solved without imposing 
any additional burden upon the people, who already stagger 
under a weight of taxation, if not absolutely too heavy to be 
borne, at any rate too unequally distributed over the body 
politic to admit of its being borne without serious suffering. 
The annual deficit must be annulled—but how? This is the 
most urgent of the questions which the Parliament just opened 
will have to dispose of. The task is not altogether imprac- 
ticable, but its performance will make large demands upon 
the self-denial, the patriotism, and the moral courage of 
beth “the Legislature and the people. Italy must be 
content to forego for a few years a position of influence in 
the comity of European States. It may be as severe a test of 
her wisdom to do so as it is for a noble, who has just 
established his right of succession to an honourable title and 
a splendid estete, to abstain from assuming his social rank 
until he has cleared his inheritance of all its encumbrances— 
but it will be part of the price she is doomed to pay for her 
unity and independence. One thing is certain: she must 
acquiesce in a policy of present and temporary self-abnega- 
tion, or she will, at no very remote period, find herself 
permanently incapacitated from living up to her legitimate 
position. Our confident expectation is that now, as here- 
tofore, she wil] choose the course which best befits her. 

An army for domestic use, and a small navy for the pro- 
tection of her mercantile marine, are all the armament which 
Victor Emmanuel will absolutely require for some years to 
come, They will answer all the purposes of national order 
and security ; and these are ends beyond which, for a while 
at least, Italy should not aspire to go. She need not antici- 
pate war with anyone. She has no aggression to fear. 
Very large savings may be effected, in addition to those 
which have already been realised, in the Department 
of War, This is admitted by her most practical states- 
mep, and will probably be insisted upon by the new 
Parliament. Indeed, the Royal Speech seems to point in the 
same direction. It also indicates the policy of a far more 
economical administration of civil affairs. A measure of 
decentralisation is promised which, while it will enable com- 
mnnes and provinces to exercise greater liberty in the 
sphere of their jurisdiction, will also justify a large 
reduction of Government functionaries, and charge the 
luxury, if luxury it be deemed, of being over-served upon 
local resources, the surest plan that can be devised for weeding 
out an Administration overrun with officials, Bills are 
announced, moreover, to render the collection of taxes more 
simple and uniform, and to establish a more effective control 
over, and a more immediate check upon, the application of 
the public money. These measures will favour economy in 
three ways—by diminishing the percentage of cost on col- 
lection, by including large areas of population now all but 
exempt from State taxation, and by putting the proceeds 
when they have been obtained into safe keeping. 

Not even this large diminution of expenditure, however, 
will above half close the yawning gap between national 
income and outlay, What remains? Of course, no one in 
Italy thinks of repudiation of debt ; for Italy is not Spain, 
and therefore has not yet imbibed the sentiment of Pistol, 
“ base is the slave who pays,” Loans which, as matters now 


| stand, conld only be contracted at enormous rates of interest, 
would but postpone and aggravate the danger. There remains, 
therefore, but a single resource available to the Government— 
| “the legitimate conversion of the ecclesiastical patrimony 

into money.” This will help Italy to pay her way for 
| from five to ten years, in the course of which she has a 
right to anticipate that some portion of her expenses will 
have run off, and some addition will have been made to her 
revenue. Singularly enough, strict economy means in her 
case good administration. Within certain well-knowa 
limits, the less she spends the better she will be served. 
Her substance is devoured by a swarm of official idlers, who, 
in the very nature of things, obstruct far more than they pro- 
mote the progress of the nation. 

The undertaking devolved upon the new Italian Parliament 
is not a hopelessone, Formidable it is, unquestionably; but 
genuine patriotism knows how to grapple successfully with 
merely formidable difficulties. We feel satisfied that the 
statesmen of Italy are equal to the emergency, and we 
devoutly hope that the Senate and Deputies will give them 
their prompt and hearty co-operation. 





FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, March 28, 

THE treaties, offensive and defensive, between Prussia and certain 
of the South German States, and the reported failure by Francs to 
obtain possession, by purchase, of the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, 
have thrown a gloom over the realm of French politics which wil 
require some sudden burst of sunshine to dispel. Men who take a 
real interest in the greatness of their country, and have all the 
national pride in the advanced position which it has hitherto held 
on the continent of Europe, are downcast and grave at the recent 
disclosures. They feel that France has been made a tool of by 
Prussia ; that the prospect of the acquisition of the Rhine provinces 
is now more remote than ever; and that they are no longer the first 
military Power on the Continent and the arbiters of peace in Europa, 
as they have so long believed themselves to be. The fature to them 
looks gloomier than the present; for the Eastern question will soon 
be ripe for settlement, and where is France to look for her allies ? 

The Corps Législatif has been occupying itself with definitively 
settling the Budget for 1863, and the various bureaux charged 
with reporting on the bill for reorganisation of the army have been 
busily engaged in examining this measure. Numerous petitions 
against it have been sent up from the provinces—more particularly 
the agricultural districts, where the proposed bill, now that its pro- 
visions are thoroughly understood, is extremely unpopular. The 








Government have also brought forward a bill for the abolition of im- 
prisonment for debt, which, strange to say, meets with a large 
amount of opposition in the Corps Législatif—all the old threadbare 
arguments in favour of depriving a man who cannot pay his debts of 
his personal liberty being brought forward, as though they were 
so many new ligats thrown for the first time on a subject which 
Frenchmen forget has been thoroughly discussed in countries larzely 
in advance of them in matters of social and political economy, — 

The Emperor and Empress have visited the Champ de Mars to see 
how the palace and park are progressing; and, althongh they mast 
have found everything in a very backward state, it is determined, I 
hear, spite of the remonstrances of the foreign commissions, that the 
opening shall take place on Monday next—with or without ceremony 
it is a to say, but certainly without the presence of the dis- 
tinguished Imperial and Royal guests who it was announced in- 
tended to be present at the opening, Marshal Vaillant, in his 
capacity of one pf the vice-presidents of the Imperial Commission 
for the Exhibition, gave a reception on Saturday last, to which the 
members of the different national commissions and sach illustrious 
foreigners as are present in Paris were invited, This reception was 
something more than an ordinary soirée, for the company were en- 
tertained with the performance of Molidre’s comedy, “ Misanthrops,” 
by the actors of the Théatre Frangais, 

The Grand Chamberlain of the Emperor, the Dake of Bassano, 
has just attached a Court newsman to his cabinet, whose business it 
will be to communicate to the Paris journals generally an authentic 
account of the various official fétes and ceremonies, and of the 
movement of the Imperial Court. The Grand Chamberlain's choice 
has fallen on M, Adrien Marx, one of the best known among the 
chroniqueurs of the petite presse. 

The committee on the bill for the grant of 400,000f. to Lamartine 
has sent it with a recommendation that ayearly pension of 25,000f. 
be granted to the aged statesman and pct in lieu of the capital sam 
proposed by the Government, 

ITALY.

most friendly assurances of peace, Berlin was splendidly illuminated 
in the night. The most brilliant display was made at the hotel of 
the English Embassy. The illumination at the Austrian Embassy 
also attracted great attention. It consisted of the following words 
in illuminated letters, taken from a popular Germain song :—* Hail 
to thee, laurel-crowned victor!” It has since been explained that 
this device was displayed by the proprietor of the house, Baron 
Romberg, and not by the Austrian Minister, who was not even aware 
of the intended illumination. 

The King has distributed the one million and a half thalers placed 
at his disposal for the heroes of the war. Couat Bismarck has 
received 400,000 thalers; General Roon, the Minister of War, 
800,000 thalers; and Generals Moltke, Steinmetz, Vogel, and 
Herwarth, each 200,000. In the letters accompanying the gift the 
_— is said to have requested the recipients to inve it it in estates, 

e publication of the treaties of offensive aud defensive alliance 
between Prussia and Bavaria and Baden has been immoadiately fol- 
lowed by the prblication of a similar treaty between Prussia and 
Wirtem , which was concluded at the same time wi-h the others, 
and which has been kept as secret as they were. This trea‘y gives 
the command of the Wirtemberg troops, in the event of a war, to 
the King of Prussia, who is consequently now the acknowledged 
head and military commander of all Germany, except the German 
provinces of Austria, 

A new cathedral is to be erected in Berlin in honour of the success 
of the recent war. The King has signified this intention and 
appealed to his people for the means for carrying out his designs. 

The Gerenmast bes allowed a sum of 80,000 thalers a year for 
the completion of the cathedral at Frankfort-on-the-Maine. 


AUSTRIA, 

It is announced that the Emperor will open the Reichsrath in 
—_ on April 28; also that Prince Charles of Roumania and 

rince Michael of Servia will be present at Buda ac the coronation 
of the Emperor as King of Hungary, which is to take place ia July. 

The Abbé Liezt has composed a grand mass to be performed on 
the occasion of the coronation. 

In Saturday's sitting of the Lower house of the Hungarian Diet, 
a member asked the Government whether, and, if so, why, troops 
were concentrated on the frontiers of Servia and Bosnia. Count 
Andrassy replied that the rumour of the concentration of troops wa; 
unfounded, and added that his Majesty had neither as Emperor of 
Austria nor as King of Hungary any interest ia impeding the 
peaceful development of the eastern nationalitie,, as was proved, 
indeed, by his arssenting to the evacuation of the Servian for-resses, 
This declaration was received with loud cheers. 

Kossuth has made known that he disapproves of the cours? which 
has been taken by Hungary so far as Austria is concerned, He 
regards her arrangement with Austria as her political suicide. 

The treaty of commerce between Austria and Holland was signed 
at Vienna on Tuesday. 

A set of military maps of Wallachia has been taken from the 
archives of the War Office at Vienna, These map, 120 in number, 
were prepared by the officers of the scientific department daring the 
Austrian occupation of the Danubian Principalities in 1454, at a cost 
of 200,000 florins. 

RUSSIA, 

Another step has been taken in the work of effacing all traces of 
Polish nationality. The Polish Reichsrath is abolished and all lezis- 
lative questions in Poland are to be submitted for the present to the 
Imperial Chancery.

MOSAICS IN THE SOUTH KENSINGTON MUSEUM, 
THE artistic archeologist will not need to be reminded of the im- 


portant position ey by mosaics in relation to the history of 
art. Their value as illustrating early Christian and Medizeval art is 
incalculable. Indeed, for 800 years—from the fourth century till 
the revival of painting in tempera on walls and wood—mosaics were 
almost exclusively used for pictorial mural decoration; and, from 
their almost indestructible nature, ep Spee not only the clearest, 
but also nearly the only, evidence of condition of art, and there- 
fore, indirectly, of society, in those long, rightly-named “ Dark 
Ages.” St. Mark’s, at Venice, is of itself a perfect museum of the 
art of the mosaicisti from the Greek artists of the eleventh century 
down even to our own times, The traveller alone, however, can 
fully estimate the effect of the finest ancient mosaics in 
Italy —their perfect appropriateness as architectural decora- 
tions, the sober richmess of their colours, the splendour of 
their golden grounds. But not only is their decorative 
effect altogether noble and admirable; in other qualities, and those 
among the most indispensable, they are quite matchless, We allude, 
of course, to their extreme permanency ; to their susceptibility of 
being at any time cleaned and rendered fresh as ever; and to the 
practicability of making exact reparation, supposing they should be 
threatened with decay. It is these qualities which render them sa 
peculiarly eligible in such a climate as ours, more especially in the 
sooty, grimy atmosphere of London; and still more so now that 
freeco-painting has failed so lamentably of permanency; and ever 
stereochromy, contrary to all reasonable expectation, appears to be 
far from entirely trustworthy. 

For these reasons we have regarded with interest, and chronicled 
from time to time, the various attempts to introduce this historical 
mode of mural decoration into this count To Doctor Salviati 
must be awarded the highest credit for having first rendered itsin- 
troduction practicable by re-establishing the ancient manufacture of 
enamel tessere at Murano, where also he has no less successfully 
revived the beautiful Venetian art of glass-working.

Sub< 
sequently they have caused a number of mosaics of divers kinds te 
be inserted in various te of the new and permanent buildings of 
the South Kensington Museum, The most important of these is the 
series of figures which are inserted in compartments of the wall- 
arcade of thesouth court of the museum, of which we have engraved 
four. These figures are intended to be illustrative of the most 
famous artists and personages of all ages connected with ornamental 
art, and to exemplify the different kinds of mosaic manufacture, 
The coloured —— of the figures were executed by artists more 
or less eminent. For each coloured drawing £25 is given by the de- 
partment, and, though a small sum, the payment may be considered 
sufficient if artists confine themselves to what is required merely for 
ornamental purposes. The execution of each drawing in mosaic 
costs, we understand, from £100 to £150 The designers of the 
figures we have engraved were—of “ Apelles,” Mr. Poynter; of the 
“ Cimabue,” Mr. F. Leighton, A.R.A.; of the “ Raphael,” the late 
Mr, Godfrey Sykes ; of the “‘ Giorgione,” Mr. Prinsep. 

Having considered in former articles the relative merits of the 
several designs, and also discussed the relative advantages of the 
various kinds of mosaic employed for the figures, we need not occupy 
our limited space ty unnecessary recapitulation. We may, 
however, be permitt for a moment to revert to our former 
comparison of the ry. different characteristics of the 
earthenware teseere of inton’s manufacture, used in the 
“Cimabue,” and the enamel tessere of Dr. Salviati’s manu- 
facture, used in the “Apelles” and “Giorgione.” The broken,

The earthenware tessere seem to be less liable to bring about the 
lowered dull effect too often evident in Venetian mosaics. It is, how- 
ever, in the gold grounds that the advantage of the earthenware 
method appear to us chiefly conspicuous. In this method the gold 
is so applied that it has a diffused richness, a mellow splendour 
without glare: the effect, being that of “ matted” harmonises 
perfectly with the colours, The gold in the other method receives a

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CALM and rational persons must be more than satisfied with 
the course which, at length, the Reform question is taking. 
We may speak of the question itself as a self-motive agency, 
for its movement in the right direction can scarcely be said te 
be due to the separate exertions of any particular set of 
statesmen, each party in turn having, indeed, lent impulses of 
an undesirable character. But now that the matter has bees 
fairly subjected to control by the general good sense of the 
Legislature, things begin to look better than they have done 
since the opening of Parliament, The ship's head is set 
right, and if the crew will only avoid quarrelling and will 
permit her to proceed in the strong but gentle current, she 
may yet make the harbour, 

Ministers have set the example of wisdom ; and now that 
the “ noble rage” of the Opposition may be supposed to have 
been somewhat exhausted by the remarkable fervour of 
hostility manifested in the earlier stages of the bill, we may 
venture to hope that the leaders on the Speaker's left will 
merge their partisanship in their patriotism and follow that 
example. In their displeasure at having had to hand over a 
question to which the Liberals assumed that they had a pre- 
scriptive right to consider their own, the Opposition has been 
unmindful of the fact that they are not the only persons to be 
called on for sacrifices. The Conservative party has had te 
forget much and to concede much; and a perusal of Hansard 
for 1866 cannot be more pleasant to those who successfully 
resisted the last Reform Bill than to those who supported it, 
Moreover, the Conservatives have been obliged to admit dis- 
union into their previously well-knit party; secession, denun- 
ciation, recrimination, have been seen and heard in their ranks ; 
nad they will be materially weakened as a body, for some years, 
by their resolute endeavours to deal with a subject so dis- 
tasteful to many of their number, These things ought im 
fairness to be remembered; and it is only among politicians 
of the most vulgar class that imputations of clinging to office 
at any price can be taken as an answer to the statement that, 
in order to settle a question which the country desires to ses 
disposed of, a large and respectable party has consented 
to forego many cf its traditions and to enable the House 
of Commons to do that which could by no possibility have 
been done if the great Conservative party had set itself in 
battle array against Reform, We have invariably endeavoured 
to be impartial in the discussion of the subject, and have 
rejoiced whenever conciliatory suggestions appeared to meet 
with a favourable reception ; and we have more hope at the 
present moment, for the adjustment of the question thin we 
could allow ourselves to entertain at any earlier date, We 


also think it but just to say that, when this Reform campaiga 
shall have become history, the historian will fail in fairnoss 
if he does not record that—at one period of the contest, at all 
events, the Conservative leaders vindicated their title to the 
respect of the nation, 

The Reform Bill has been read the scoond time, and, as at 
present arranged, is to go into Committee on Monday woek. 
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There were two nights of debate only. The first was chiefly 
remaikable for another bitter attack on the bill by Mr. 
Gladstone, and a vigorous answer by his successor in the 
representation of Oxford University, Mr. Hardy. There was 
not much real novelty in any of the arguments of the leader 
of the Opposition, but his oratorical skill enabled him to restate 
his case with much effect. On the secend night Mr, Bright 
assailed the measure with vehemence, and was followed by 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, For the first time in 
these discussions, Mr. Disracli put forth all his extraordinary 
debating power, and won from foes as well as from friends 
a just homage to his Parliamentary genius, He appeared to 
have felt that he had been too long fettered by the conven- 
tions of office, and that it was due to the House of Commons 
that one of its finest orators should freely display the talent 
which has raised him to its leadership. He spoke eloquently, 
fearlessly, and witha sparkle and brilliancy which recalled his 
best days, But he showed himself something better than an 
orator, he evinced a sense of the duties of a statesman. It was 
right, it was expected of him, that he should make the best 
defence in his power for the leading features of the bill which 
he had introduced ; it was, indeed, but loyal and respectful to 
the House that he should endeavour to prove that he had 
come before it with the best kind of bill which his own 
judgment could frame, In one respect, indeed, he held strong 
ground, The bill was based upon a principle, not upon a con- 
trivance (although that principle was not adhered to in all 
the provisions of the measure), and Mr, Disraeli was able to 
drive home that argument in a way which was not pleasant 
to the framers of bills which rested mainly upon contrivances, 
We are not at all with him in his views on this. We do not 
hold an objectionable ‘principle to be respectable on its own 
account, and we much prefer to it a practical, useful, and safe 
contrivance; but as a fact, which must have been irritating to 
certain statesmen who will have principles or nothing, the 
character of the Government measure was proclaimed by Mr. 
Disraeli with justifiable triumph. We may add also that he 
tore to pieces with great success some of the cavils, which, in 
company with sounder objections, antagonistic speakers, and, 
notably, Mr. Gladstone, had flung at the bill. Of the wit, the 
happy antithesis, and the frequent crackle of a not ill-natured 
sarcasm with which the speech was enlivened, it is not 
necessary to speak when addressing ourselves to graver 
matters ; but it is always pleasant to Englishmen to note a 
Parliamentary triumph, let who will be the winner, for such 
a thing is a new credit to the Great Council of which all of 
us are prouder than some of us will admit. 

But Mr. Disraeli, after all, had to throw down his well- 
wielded sword, and to offer terms to his antagonists, The 
mode in which he did this appears to us to have been dignified 
as well as wise. Having asserted his own judgment, he was 
willing to defer to that of the House of Commons, not of any 
individual member, however able. He has renounced the dual 
vote. He is prepared to reconsider the county franchise. And 
we have no right to assume that he will oppose himself in 
other points to the manifest feeling of a large majority, But, 
and this was a novel declaration on the part of a Minister, 
though we were prepared for it by earlier speeches, the 
Cabinct bas not put its hand to the plough to look back, It 
originally refused to regard the Reform question as one of 
party ; and Mr, Disraeli again announced, but with increased 
distinctness of language, that the Administration will not be 
driven from office by the necessity of alteration in their bill, 
They have undertaken the settlement of the question, and 
they will settle it. They ask the aid of the Honse, and, said 
Mr. Disraeli, with a tone and manner which will long be 
favourably remembered, “ Pass a reform bill, and then change 
the Ministry if you will,” 

It appears to us that the Cabinet should be taken at its 
word that, when the bill goes into Committee, the true feeling 
of the House should be gathered, and the Government should 
be required to show that they are prepared to abide by the 
manly proposals of their ablest representative. There can be 
no doubt that much in the present bill is objectionable ; but 
ihe ground is cleared, the second reading has taken place, and 
the House is not only once more pledged to Reform, but has 
before it the Constitutional machinery for constructing a bill, 
that machinery being all oiled and in gear. Surely, in calm, 
business-like, practical England we are not going to have 
another strike of the political engineers, and, amid the derision 
of the country, to have to begin all over again! Let us amend 
this bill and pass it.

The suite in attendance consisted 
of the Countess of Caledon, Major-General the Hon. A. N. Hood, and 
Colone] the Hon, A, Hardin travelled by a special train 
upon the Great Weetern Railway to asia, and drove thence, 
escorted by a detachment of the 14th Hussars, to Marlborough 
House, and visited the King and Queen of Denmark and the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, Her Majesty afterwards drove to Bucking- 
ham Palace, Prince Arthur, attended by Major Elphinstone, arrived

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 
JUDGING by appearances, it would be possible for the Ministerial 
Reform entertainments, in theatrical phrase, to run a hundred nights. 
It eeems only necessary to announce that the leader of the Govern- 
ment will appear on such a night in his celebrated illustrations of 
* Masks and Faces” in order to cram the ingeniously-uncomfortable 
Chamber of the Commons with the most varied of audiences, while 
tickets, if not money, are turned away from the doors in enormous 
quantities; eo, for the fifth or sixth time, on Monday last 
it thus again . ~~E The ndeur of the assemblage 
culminated in a King; for the jesty of Denmark was in 
presence, and must have been amused, if not puzzled, at the eccen- 
tricities of—in the utmost sense of the term—the freest deliberative 
body in the world. Ever and anon, as that inexplicable yell, which has 
been designated “cheers” broke out, his Majesty may have been 
observed involuntarily to look around and behind him, as if in amaze. 
Perbaps it might have been suggested to him that before him were 
the representatives of that people on whom he gazed with so much 
apparent wonder when he stood up in his carriage on London Bridge 
on the famous 10th of March when his daughter made her trinmphal 
entry into the metropolis of her adopted country ; and it might have 
been added that the principle of representation was carried out even 
in the clamorous noises which he heard. One speech, which was 
two hours long, seemed to satisfy the King’s appetite for Parlia- 
mentary rhetoric, for after that he retired, and was no more seen. 
Possibly the great crowd of notables and nobodies who came to 
see what was to be seen, and hear what was to be heard, may have 
been a little disappointed in the entertainments; for, instead of an 
opening of a fifth mystery by Mr. Disraeli, that gentleman con- 
tented himself with indicating the moving of the second reading of 
the Reform Bill by half a nod to the Speaker; and, thovgh Mr. 
Gla¢stone instantly leaped up with his panther spring, he happ:ned 
to be in one of his calm moods—really, quite calm—and went in for 
a merely business-like speech, interspersed here and there with 
haughty demands of concessions from Ministers, which, as he de- 
livered them, were ten times more effective than when he is tearing 
passion to very tatters. The speech was powerful by its very sim- 
plicity ; and if the purpose of the leader of the Opposition in the 
matter of Reform.should come to fruition it is ‘probable that the 
result will be owing more to this particular address than to any of 
the furious efforts which he has hitherto made. Thereis no doubt that 
Mr. Gathorne Hardy had adifficult task before him, for he wasin a cer- 
tainsenee unprepared ; no sketch of an argument and no noted-down 
illustrations were latent in his pocket, nor charged on his memory, 
but, with the aid of what he could pick up as Mr, Gladstone went 
on, it was his task to reply, in the literal meaning of the word. 
More than creditably he did his work. He had the advantage of 
being just now an enfant gdté of the House, and everyone was read 
to be indulgent to and to encourage him. One of the drawbacks whic 
he had to contend with was rather a serious one, for on the outset 
he blurted out that Reform in the abstract had no charm for him,* 
and therefore he was speaking purely as an advocate, without real 
personal interest in the case, Of the pressure of the duty upon him 
there was one special proof, to be found in the fact that perhaps for 
the first time in bis life he left off his whirlwind style of 
speaking, and his utterance was deliberate, if not even slow. 
Instantly, on his closing, there came the normal condition of 
the House when it sets in for a debate of days; every- 
body that wanted to go went away, and left Mr, Headlam to com- 
municate any ideas he might have on the subject in hand to the 
clerks at the table. Presently, the Chamber being particularly 
empty, it was, perhaps, an appropriate moment for Viscount 
Amberley to present himself, and to give the first taste of his quality 
to the assembly which he adorns ; but Sir Francis Goldsmid, who felt, 
with justice, that this was his opportunity, also disputed the “ pas,” 
and gained it. So much the better for Lord Amberley, inasmuch as 
he had a far larger audience, and of course a proportionate, appre- 
ciation, when he got the floor, an hour or so later. If one were ed 
on specifically to characterise the politico-rhetorical style of the 
noble Lord, one would say that it is akin to the latest phase of that 
of his illustrious father, the difference being that the sire even now 
shows more youthful fervour than the son. It should be added that 
favour in every way in which the House is accustomed to evince it 
was shown towards a young member, in what may or may not have 
been the agonies of his maiden speech. In his newly-assumed 
character of leader of a section of the Conservative party, Mr, Banks 
Stanhope resolutely resisted the desire af the House to hear 
Mr. Roebuck before him ; indeed, he testitied surprise—something in 
the manner that Cymon did when he first saw iphigenia—at such 
an odd development of taste as was indicated in the preference ; 
and, in a sort of comic despair, the House let him go on, knowin 
that, bawl he (as his manner is) ever so lou, they woull 
manage to prevent him from being heard; and they did, at 
the cost of forty minutes utterly wasted. It is still the custom 
to listen with profound attention to Mr. Roebuck. For some 
reason, his self-assertion has prevailed with the House, and he has his 
own way completely, possibly for a reason consonant with that which 
causes a man with a scolding wife to be quiet when she is in her 
tantrums, This time the hon, member lectured, or rather hectored, 
in his usual fashion, ordering the House to accept the Government 
bill as the basis of a measure, implying, apparently, that, if no one 
else would lick it into a satisfactory state, he was the man to do it. 
Why is it that whenever this hon. and caustic member is speaking 
there should come over one thoughts as to whether there is anything 
in the doctrine of metempsychosis followed inevitably and invari- 
ably by a vivid recollection of the uliar rhetoric of Thersites ? 
There was nothing in the speech of the Solicitor-General to indicate 
advance into the House of Commons’ knack; and, possibly, Mr, 
Disraelion the next night was thinking as much of his own law 
officer as of Sir Roundell Palmer when he reproduced Sir James 
Graham's very Parliamentary wish that the Greek debate of 1850

The adjourned debate on the second reading of the bill for the Representa- 
tion of the People was resumed by 

Mr. Butler-Johnstone, who spoke in strong terms against the measure, 
contending that the Government had grievously mistaken their duty, an‘ that 
their propositions were of a dangerous character, which affec the very 
Constitution of the country. He regarded dual voting as an egregious and 
stupendous blunder, and he considered the principle of the bill to be the very 
worst that could be devised. It would practically disfranchise the free- 
holders of England, and give a preponderance of power to a class who had 
never previously been admitted to its enjoyment, and who were not prepared 
to receive it. 

Sir R. Palmer observed that Mr. Hardy had Ge poniee evening told 
the House that the bill was not a measure of household suffrage, andin that 
he agreed with the right hon. gentleman, although he should not have beea 
alarmed if it were. For some time his mind had been travelling in that 
direction, believing that household suffrage was based upon a Liberal and 
Conservative principle. It was liberal because it would introduce a large 
number of persons to the franchise ; and it was conservative Lecause it would 
give a natural resting-place, identify the suffrage with the heads of familics, 
and avoid the evils a shifting and vagrant constituency. For his own 
part, he did not entertain the least alarm as to the consequences of 

ousehold suffrage upon the safety of the country. His confidence was 
founded on the manner in which the different classes of society were bound 
and united together ; and he believed that if that principle were adopted for 
the franchise it would place the suffrage in the hands of those who were the 
natural heads of their own class. If, however, the House thought there 
should be some safeguards, let them be introduced in a simple and intelligible 
form, but not in the of fancy franchises, which could never lead to that 
permanent settlement which they all desired to see accomplished. In his 
opinion, the better course for the Government to adopt would be to declare at 
once what portions of the measure were prepared to abandon ; bat if the 
bill were to pass in its present shape it would neither improve the representa- 
tion of the people nor settle the question. 

The Attorney-General agreed that the borough franchise was the mais 
principle of the bill. He insisted that the bill had a principle and fixity in it 
which had not been found in the bill of 1832, The difficulties urged by Sir 
R. Palmer would all disappear after the first half year. He submitted that

NEW BUILDINGS FOR THE ROYAL ACADEMY AND 
LEARNED SOCIETIES. 


WE have to inform our readers that the 999 years’ lease granting to 
the Royal Academy the occupation of Burlington House and the 
und in the rear not apportioned to the London University has 
n duly signed and regis’ and the Royal Academy is now in 
legal possession. That body does not, however, immediately get 
actual possession of Burlington House itself, nor will it till accom- 
modation is provided for the Royal and other learned societies now 
located in divers parts of the old mansion. ‘To provide the required 
accommodation for these societies — and designs have been pre- 
for Government by Messrs. Banks and Barry, and only await 
the sanction of Parliament. The plans and i proposed 
additions to Burlington House, and for the new galleries to be built 
in the rear, have also been 1 ?— for the Royal rr! ite 
own architect, Mr. Smirke, R.A., under the direction of the buildi 
committee, and these plans and desi have been submitted toa 
meral academic assembly convened expressly for the purpose om 
uesday evening last, on which occasion they were ap ed. If 
nothing unexpected intervenes, the Royal Academy Exhibition may 
be held in its new home in two years from this date. 

Having been favoured with an inspection of the several plans 
and designs, we will succinctly describe the contemplated additions 
both to the house and site. In the first place, then, it is pro- 
posed to add a story to a House, the central portion of 
which is to form a gallery for reception of the interesting series 
of “diploma pictures” and some valuable works belonging to the 
Academy, including pictures by Reynolds, Giorgione, and 
Velasquez; one wing of the new story is to contain the col- 
lection of casts and sculpture bequeathed to the Academy 
Mr. Gibson, and the other wing to contain the library, with (muc 
needed) augmentations. These will be accessible to the public by 
cards, to be obtained from the Academicians, or perhaps by less 
formal means. The lower portion of Burlington House will be 
appropriated by apartments for the keeper, the secretary, and the 
registrar, and by a council-room and offices for conducting the 
affairs of the Academy. 

For the accommodation of the learned societies it is proposed to 
erect a block of new buildings to the south, fronting Piccadilly 
(where the dead-wall now stands), and with lateral continuations te 
the rear, on the east and west sides, slightly detached, however, from 
Burlington House proper. The :| e thus formed is te be 
en’ by a lofty archway, ciently wide to admit of twe 
carriages passing each other without danger of coming in contact. The 
style of the Piccadilly facade will not be out of harmony with that of the 
house in the rear, though very properly, for such a situation, of 
more commanding elevation and considerably more ornate, the 
principal features being a series of attached columns between the 
windows, the archway already mentioned, and an additional story 
at the ends to form wings. The front presents a general resem- 
blance to that of the Privy Council and Board of Trade offices im 
Whitehall. The design has no pretensions to originality, yet is 
bandsome, without a ant; and the whole arrangements 
for the site (including those of the London University, designed by 
Mr. Pennethorne) promise to give us a fine groupof public buildings 
devoted to science, art, and education which will not be unworthy 
of this great nation. 

The new picture-galleries to be built on the ground allotted to the 
Academy between the back of Burlington House and the site re- 
served for the London University will be entered throagh Burlington 
House by a broad and handsome — of steps. These gallerice will 
afford considerably more than double the space that has been avail- 
able in Trafalgar-square for the annual exhibitions ; and the arrange- 
ments for lighting appear to be perfect. The priacipal gallery, in 
which the annual dinner of the Academy will be given, is to be 
82 ft. long and 44 ft. wide. The next largest ery will be equally 
long, but only 55 ft. wide, Anxious to atone for pa-t shortcomings, 
the Academy has provided for sculpture the place of honour im a 
large central “ vestibule,” or octagonal hall. The surroundin 
picture-galleries are several in number—an arrangement which wi 
admit of classifying the exhibited works. In the basement are to be 
constructed extensive schools, lighted from the north, at an angle 
of 45 deg. across the broad space which will divide the Academy baild- 
ings from the London University. These schools it will, of course, 
be no longer necessary to close, as heretofore, during the months 
the exhibition is open. On the contrary, the course of instraction 
will be uninterrupted throughout the year, ordinary vacations ex- 
cepted. The Academy will have aright of way from the street 

Jed Burlington-gardens in the rear along the westera flank of the 

London University ; and here a roadway will be constructed whereby 
works of art may be brought into, or removed from, the new buildin 
and a lift will be provided for raising heavy sculptures to the galleries 
above. 
We may, at length, very cordially ‘congratulate the country 
and the artistic profession upon the satisfactory settlement of the 
long-pending and vexatious question of providing suitable and 
sufficient accommodation for the Royal Academy. Our home for 
living art will now be in congenial proximity to similar provision for 
science and education, and we may fairly say that at lea<t two new 
ond not discreditable public buildings will be added to the metropolis. 
The Royal Academy now starts afresh under the happiest 
anspices—with a liberal-minded president, with a reformed coa- 
stitution, and an enlarged constituency—with every facility and 
every inducement for rendering itself a still more thoroughly 
national institution,

THE NEW BISHOP OF CALCUTTA, 
Tux Rieut Rev. Ropsrt Mitmay, D.D., the 
new Bishop of Calcutta, who has gone out to 
take charge of his diocese, is a son of the late 
Sir W. G. Milman, Bart., and a nephew of the 
Very Rev. aoe Hart Milman, D.D., the 
present Dean of St. Paul’s.

The friends of the German Hospital, at 
Dalston, met on Thursday week, to the number of abo 
200, at the London Tavern, to celebrate the 22nd anni- 
versary festival of this institution. In proposing the 
toast of the evening the chairman (Mr, D, Meinertzhage n, 
treasurer to the hospital) said that there were about 
60,000 Germans in London, who were mostly attracted 
to this country by the prospect of higher wages. These 
were generally in a humble position, and were not able 
to pay for proper medical assistance if overtaken by 
iliness or accident. The statistics of the ins 
proved that, although it was maintained especially 
Germans, it was also of great value to natives of this 
country. About £2000 was still owing on {the new 
building, and special exertions were needed to clear off 
that debt. The treasurer had given £100 for this pur- 
pose. He had the pleasure to announce that a cheque 
for £105 had been received from her Majesty, and the 
King of Prussia had increased bis annual subscription 
from 100 to 200gs.

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RESCUF OF TUE CREW OF THE CABER-FAIGH ON THE OWENS SHOALS, ISLE OF WIGHT. 


RESCUE OF A SHIPWRECKED CREW BY THE YACHT 
URANIA. 


DvuRING the rough weather in the Channel on Monday week a brave 
action was performed by the crew of the yacht Urania, belonging to 
Mr. W. Wise, by which the lives of five poor fellows were saved from 
imminent peril of destruction. The yacht, having lost her anchor 
and cable off Newhaven, on the Sussex coast, bore up for the Isle of 
Wight, in the midst of a gale of wind so violent that her squaresail 
was split to places, When she arrived off that dangerous shoal 
named “ The Owens,” near the entrance to the Solent, a vessel was 
seen wrecked there, which afterwards proved to be the Caber-Faigh, of 
Whitstable. As soon as the yacht. putting on more sail, was enabled 
to beat up nearer to the wreck half a dozen men were perceived 
clinging to the rigging or lashed to it. The master and crew of the

Urania determined immediately to make an effort to save these 
unfortunate sailors. The boat was got ready, and six men volun- 
teered, at some risk, to go and fetch them. One, the mate of the 
brigantine, perished before the boat could get to the wreck. The 
others, five in number, were taken off, and brought safely to the 
yacht, though severely frostbitten and much exhausted. 
weather was dreadful, with a tremendous sea and a storm of wind 
from the east, bitterly cold, and accompanied with sleet and snow.

Picklecombe Battery, in Plymouth Sound. It was four o'clock in 
the morning when the vessel got ashore, having drifted from her 
anchorage in Cawsand Bay. The crew were saved by means of a 
hawser thrown across to the vessel from the neighbouring rocks, with 
a cradle slung upon the hawser, as is shown in the sketch we have 
engraved. is took place about ten o'clock in the morning. The 
gale raged with great fury at Plymouth, but the protection afforded 
to the Sound by Staddon Heights and the Breakwater prevented 
any other casualties among the great fleet of shipping which had 
sought refuge. Without woe Be oh the craft in Sutton Harbour, or in 
Hamoaze, or any of her Majesty's ships, there were counted from 
the Plymouth Citadel 325 vessels on the Sunday afternoon, and forty 
or fifty others arrived subsequently, The vessels driven further 
west, along the Cornish coast, suffered much worse from the storm 
of the next morning. 


PLYMOUTH SOUND, 
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IMPROVEMENT OF FISHING-BOATS, 


THE frequent loss of life pte om foundering of fishing-boats on the 
coasts of the United Kingdom long been a subject of consideration 
with the committee of the National Life-boat Institution. It a peeues 
to them that the safety of the larger class of open and half. lecked 
fishing-boats on our coasts might be greatly increased by enabling 
them to be made temporarily unsubmergible i2 the event of their ra 4 
overtaken by gales of wind when at a long distance from the land. 
No doubt was entertained by practical persons on the coast who 
were consulted on the subject either of the need of such improve- 
ment or of the feasibility of the plan proposed to effect it; but, the 
coast boatmen being a class of men not ready to deart from what 
they have been accustomed to, it was not thought 
likely that they would themselves initiate such 
changes, however needed. 

The committee therefore decided to build a few 
pattern boats and to place them at some of the 
principal fishing stations, in the hands of ex- 
perienced and trustworthy boatmen, to whom they 
would be lent or let, at a small percentage on 
their earnings, for a period of twelve months, at 
the end of which time they might be sold, and 
would remain in the several localities where 
laced, as samples from which the other local 
Seats might be improvedin asimilar manner.

Brehxology of the Month. 


CaNnoNBURY TOWER, which we recently described from a contempo- 
rary, remains without a tenant. The place has a volume of inte- 
resting associations, which time has strangely disturbed. Some 
forty years since it was visited and described by our fellow-anti- 
query, William Hone, with his accustomed love of detail, Prior 

lton’s Tower—thongh its oak staircase is far from fine—is the 
most interesting structure: the four-and-twenty rooms of the 
pepe mansion have been ruthlessly dealt with in modernisation 


of all styles and patterns. The visitors to the house are puzzled at 
each door having on it a knocker, which is explained by Canonbury 
having been let in apartments from an early peri Sir Jolin 


Hawkins has recorded Goldsmith's abode here “concealment from 
his creditors”; Newbery, the publisher, was Oliver’s responsible pay- 
master, at £50 a year, at that period (1762-4) equal to twice the amount 
now ; the landlady, Mrs. Elizabeth Fleming, was, it is said, painted 
by Hogarth.

Lib Committee have reported to the Court of Common 
Council on the letter of Mr. H.T. Riley, M.A.,and recommend that 
he be enga; to compile a volume of extracts from the Corporation 
records, The time comprised in the extracts proposed to be pub- 
lished would extend over a period of nearly 200 years —viz., st 
Edward I. to Henry VI.: whereasthe “Liber Albus” extended over 
only 100 years—viz., from Edward I. to Richard II. The report 
was objected to as “undesirable,” but was put and carried by a 
large majority. Seven hundred and fifty copies are to be printed, 
at an expense, ct £550, £300 of which will be the cost of editing ; 
the remaining £250 will probably be repaid by the sale of extra copies. 

Mr. W. H. Black, F.S.A., has read to the London and Middlesex 
Archsological Society a paper on “ Roman Faunereal Inscriptions 
found in London,” which are scarcer here than in other Romano- 
British cities of this country ; our metropolis having been more fre- 
y vox A upturned and rebuilt, by which many of these relics have 

oubtlessly been destroyed. . Black illustrated the inscriptions in 
Mr. Roach Smith’s collection with new readings and interpretations. 
Among these is the monument preserved with the Arundelean 
marbles at Oxford. This was discovered in digging the foundations of 
St. Martin’s Church, Ludgate-hill, and is faithfully represented in Mr. 
Roach Smith’s “ Collectanea Antiques,” vol. i, with full description : 
it is to a soldier of the second legion, Vivius Marcianus, aud was 
set up by his dutiful wife. The legion was stationed in South Wales 
in the second century, and it is inferred that some portion of it was 
occtpied in London at this period. Another example is the frag- 
ment of a monument to a soldier of the twentieth legion, which was 
found some years since serving as a stepping-stone to the door of a 
cottage at Pentonville. But more interesting, as apropos to Mr. Black's 
remarks, is the Roman hexagonal column Seapvesed in 1806 
beneath the wall at Ludgate, in the rear of the London Coffee-house, 
together with a female head of stone, and other sculptured frag- 
ments. The column was erected, as is recorded by the inscription, 
to Claudia Martina, who died in her nineteenth year. The stone 
was yy up by her husband, Anencletus Provincialis, She was 
buried at the spot where the monument was placed. It was lon 
lost sight of ; but Mr. Deputy Reed, F.S8.A., in a motion submitt 
by him to the Court of Common Council, proposes that it be referred 
to the Library Committee to take immediate steps to receive the 
column for preservation in the museum of the Guildhall, Mr. 
Black's discourse, which is of great interest, especially from its 
exactness, will, it is hoped, be printed in the society’s Transactions. 

The Bunhill-fields question is not yet settled. It is now proposed 
to inquire into the circumstances under which the Corporation is 
alleged to have lost its right of renewal over the Finsbury estate ; 
and een is to be made to Parliament to dedicate Bunhill- 
fields burial-ground to the public for ever, and to compel the Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners, if they will not hand it over to the trustee- 
ship of the Corporation themselves, to undertake the expense of 
maintaining it in order as one of the open spaces of the metropolis.

struck with the 8.P.Q.R. from the Steel-yard; Mr. Gunston, four 
leaden brooches of the fourteenth century, from the Thames; Mr, 
Blaskhill, a Nuremburg token and a medal of Frederick the Great, 
from Holborn Valley ; Mr. Bailey, twelve daggers, fifteenth and six- 
teenth centuries, from Queenhithe ; Rev. wee Simpson, a minute of 
Council of July 1, 1675, relative to St. Paul's, with signatures of 
Sir Christopher Wren, Sir Robert Viner (Lord Mayor), Edward 
Stillingfleet, and others; two crucifixes, in bronze, of the thirteenth 
and sixteenth centuries ; severel hoop and serpent bracelets, and three 
rosary rings. At the same meeting was described an important 
find of about 2500 silver coins, six ef which were shown as types; 
they were discovered near the Roman road, at Washington, Sussex, in 
a crock cut to pieces by the plough in breaking up an old pasture ; 
1650 of the coins are preserved in the British Museum. They have 
all the moneyers’ names on them, and show that they were struck in 
the south of England. Another find of coins, Roman, was 
described by the Rev. E. Kell: they were discovered at the back of 
Netley Hospital, and 1700 of them are catalogued.

The warehouses to be 
built here are intended for the reception of Kast India produce, such as jute 
seed, saltpetre, and cotton; but equal advantages will be offered, in the 
shape of berths for ships, to those loading here bound outwards for various 
parts of the world ; and the depth of water will be such as to enable ships

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CURRENT LITERATURE, 


Up and Down the London Streets. By Mark Lemon. (Chapman 
and Hall.) Sheer justice would demand far more thau the recog- 
nition which Mr, Mark Lemon modestly asks for; and the frank- 
ness, extending to the use of capital letters, with which he describes 
his work as a compilation would extort even unwilling commenda- 
tion. But so attractive a manner is added to his interesting matter 
that unwilling commendation is impossible, and the words of praise 
come readily and spontaneously, It is a real pleasure to take him, 
according to his wish, “as an arm-in-arm companion through some 
of the broadways and byways of London,” and hear him chatting 
fluently, merrily, and wittily about what he has read of, what he 
has heard of, and what he has personally experienced. He is no 
flavourless Dryasdust, but an antiquary of the piquant, appetising 
kind; nor does he consider it necessary to pause, after the manner 
of bores and prigs, to dispute about the quantity of truth at 
the bottom of a good story. He employs such a mixture of 
jest and earnest, chaff and grain, levity and gravity, as is agreeable 
and, at the same time, wholesome. He pays due homage to learning, 
but he ridicules with good-humoured satire the extravagance into 
‘thich the learned are occasionally betrayed. He takes the reader 

h him “up and down the London streets,” first “within the 
ralls” and then “ without the walls,” and it is not easy to say in 
which case heis more entertaining. He is full of anecdote and quota- 
tion, and his stretch of prose is pleasantly interspersed with dots of 
poesy. From the very nature of the book there must be in it much 
with which the reader is familiar, but there is scarcely anything for 
vhich contempt can have been bred by the greatest familiarity : 
‘the good old year, the dear old time’ has charms which seem never 
to fade and never to produce satiety. Whoever, then, may have 
waiked “up and down the London streets” with Mr. Peter 
Cunningham, or Mr. Charles Knight, or Mr. John Timbs, or 
another, need not hesitate to take a turn with Mr. Mark Lemon, 
and will probably admit that his last companionship has 
been the most enjoyable. Nor has the gratification of the 
eye been forgotten: the illustrations are numerous, graphic, 
and interesting enough to satisfy any but exorbitant de- 
mands, There is a view of St. Dunstan's and the famous clock, 
“with its two savages who struck the quarters upon two bells.” 
The clock “ was long a London wonder, and the pavement in front 
was a fine horvest-ground for pickpockets.” The pickpockets of the 
preeent day could probably say as much for a similar clock at a 
certain watchmaker’s in Cheapside. No matter at what time of the 
day you pasa, you see gathered upon the pavement opposite the

A Trip to the Tropics and Home Through America. By the Mar- 
yuis of Lorne. (Hurst and Blackett.) One is reminded by this work 
of Milton’s “ Lawrence, of virtuous father virtuous son,” for it shows 
that a son has inherited, to a certain appreciable extent, not the least 
commendable of his father’s tastes and not the least desirable of his 
father’s various gifts. Whether the Marquis of Lorne will, as a 
writer and thinker, ever attain to his father’s eminence ; whether he 
will ever produce anything so philosophical and so admirable as 
‘The Reign of Law,” time, the fulfiller and upsetter of all prophe- 
cies, will show ; but it may be safely asserted that his first attempt,

very stirring adventures, nor has he anything very new to 
eay; but he seems to have used his eyes, his ears, and his 
tongue freely, and he uses his pen after a like fashion. He was 
present in Jamaica during the sitting of the Commission, but he 
was more attentive to things in general than to the proceedings of 
the Commissioners in particular; and his experience, to judge from 
recorded conversations, fully confirms the opinion of those who 
maintain that, whatever may be the inferiority of negroes in other 
respects, they are quite equal to white men in profane cursing and 
swearing. The author displays no symptoms of unfair bias, and, if 
he do not very often pronounce judgment in the case of contending 
parties, the reason can hardly be that he lacks self-confidence. The 
supercilious tone in which he speaks of persons who labour under the 
disadvantage of Zaccheus, one of whom he describes as “a little 
beardless missionary,’ and another (a midshipman) as “ the small 
thing sitting in the stern,” would lead one to suppose that he must 
himself be bearded like a patriarch, and must in stature resemble 
Ishbi-benob, which was of the sons of the giant. His excellent 
opportunities, both in the tropics and in America, threw him 
amongst persons whose remarks and sentiments should have been 
and sometimes are, worth recording, and he therefore did well 
to record them ; although in one instance he tells a story which does 
no credit to General Grant’s perspicacity. Conversation turned upon 
the now imminent Paris Exhibition, and the General said, “I want 
none of our people to send a single article there unless ev French 
soldier has first been withdrawn by that time from Mexico.” 
“ Well, General, they are to go oy instalments, you know,” some 
one said, “ Not a bit of it,” replied Grant, yo “ won't 
go till they are obliged to go. Infantry and arti are only 
things that will make them quit hold.’ But is it not a fact that 
“ the last French soldier quitted Mexico on March 16”? In the ob- 
servations the author makes upon “the Americanisms of conversa- 
tion” (a subject not now handled for the one thousand and first 
time), at p. 105 there is an expression which makes one inclined to 
ask whether the “rare” he alludes to may not be merely “raw” 
pronounced after the Yankee fashion. The book is sufficiently read- 
able, and, with some curtailment of trivial details, would have been 
more so; and its two illustrations are equitably descriptive—one of 
“ascene in Jamaica;” the other of that notorious “ Dutch Gap 
Canal,” which, according to the author, is by no means so strong a 
proof as it is usually supposed to be that General Butler is, in 
military matters at least, a fool.

As she, moreover, states that “ the want, at 
the present day, of a practical treatise on Church embroidery ” 
is “manifest,” to deny it might be regarded as a proof of 
deficient perceptive powers, if not as mere rudeness or perverseness 
and obstinacy. And it must be freely allowed that if Church embroi- 
dery be at all connected with Ritualism this is just the time when 
the subject would be likely to attract attention. Nor would it be 
easy to imagine how the subject could be more attractively dealt 
with than it is in the treatise under consideration.

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OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


THE DOWAGER VISCOUNTESS DOWNE. 

The Richt Hon. Louisa Maria, Dowager Viscountess Downe and Baroness 
Dawnay, who died on the 20th inst., at Bowden Hall, Gloucestershire, was 
daughter of George Wilsted, Esq., of Apsley. Her Ladyship was born 
born in 1781, and was married, Dec. 31, 1815, to Sir John Christopher Burton 
Dawney, fifth Viscount Downe in the —. of Ireland, Baron Dawnay, of 
Cowick, in the county of York, in the Peerage of Great Britain, and a 
Baronet, who died Feb. 18, 1832, leaving no issue. 


SIR CHRISTOPHER BELLEW, BART. 

Sir Christopher Bellew, second Baronet, of Mount Bellew, in the county of 
Galway, who died at the Presbytery of the 
Jesuit Fathers, in Upper Gardiner-street, 
Dublin, on the 18th inst., was the eldest son 
of Sir Michael Dillon Bellew, the first Baronet, 
by his wife, Helens Maria, eldest daughter of 
Thomas Dillon, Esq., of Mount Dillon, in the 
county of Dublin, and Eadestown, in the 
county of Kildare. He was born in 1818, and 
at an early age entered Trinity College, Dublin, 
where he graduated with disti mours. 
The heir apparent of a splendid estate in the 
west of Ireland, the representative of an 
eminent branch of the present noble house of 
Bellew, Lords Bellew, and the possessor of all 
the advantages that oy = and education 
could give, Sir Christopher Bellew, in the full 
brilliancy of his early life, retired from the 
world, having assigned the succession of his 
landed inheritance to his younger brother, the 
late Captain Thomas Grattan Bellew, and 

became a Roman Catholic priest. As such, 
his eloquence and learning made him famous throughout Ireland, and 
his sermons never failed to crowd the vast church in Gardiner-street. His 
health, always delicate, broke down under the severity of the present season ; 
an attack of bror.chitis with which he was seized proved fatal in a few = 
Sir Christopher was much and deservedly beloved and esteemed for 
upright and disinterested character, his friendly and social disposition, and 
hte fervent and devoted piety. His successor in the baronetcy is his nephew 
(his brother Captain Thomas Grattan Bellew’s only son), now Sir 
Christopher Grattan Bellew, the third Baronet, who is in his seventh year, 
and who, through his mother, is great-grandson and one of the representatives 
of the patriot Henry Grattan. The remains of Sir Christopher Bellew, just 
deceased, after laying in state in the church in Gardiner-street, were interred 
in Glasnevin Cemetery, near O'Connell's monument, Dr. Whelan, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Bombay, presiding over the ceremony. The leading 
Roman Catholic clergy and aristocracy of Dublin attended the funeral. 


LADY GEORGIANA ROMILLY. 

Lady Georgiana Romilly, who died on the 22nd inst., after a very short 
illness, was the eldest daughter of John, sixth Duke of Bedford, by his 
second wife, Georgiana, fifth daughter of Alexander, fourth Duke of Gordon, 
and was half-sister of Ear) Russell, K.G., aunt of William, present Duke of 
Bedford, and sister of the Marchioness of Abercorn, Lady Rachel Butler, 
the Rev. Lord Wriothesley Russell, Vice-Admiral Lord ward Russell, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Lo: d Charles Russell ; Captain Lord Francis Russell, R.N.; 
Captain Lord Henry Russell, R.N.; Major Lord Cosmo Russell, and Colonel 
Lord Alexander Russell.

CAPTAIN WILLIS. 


Captain Frederick Willis, Gentleman Usher to his Excellency the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, died, at Dublin Cast e, 
on the 16th inst. He was born July 17, 1804 
and was the son of Richard Willis, Esq 
Halsnead Park and Hall of the Hill, 
shire, by his wife, Cicely, only daughter of 
Joseph Feilden, Esq., of Wilton Park, and he 
derived his descent from the very old and 
distinguished Cheshire family of Daniell, other- 
wise D’Anyers, of Over Tabley. Entering the 
Army at an early period of life, he retired 
when Captain of the 9th Lancers, and succeeded 
to one of the principal offices of the Viceregal 
Staff, an office he filled with the atest effi- 
ciency for more than a quarter of a century.

Laperities. Sulphuretted hydrogen was totally removed by (1) passing the 


gas over lime and (2) over iron rust mixed with sawdust, the ultimate effect 
of both processes being the formation of water and sulphur. The second 
method being by far the most economical, because the action of the atmo- 
spheric oxygen restores the purifying material to its original condition, has 
become universal in the metropolis; but it has the great drawback of re- 
taining the very obnoxious bisulphide of carbon, which is rejected by the li 
urification. this respect Dr. Letheby has proved the gas of twenty-iour 

lish towns to be far more pure than that of London. Professor Frankland 
next showed by experiment how gas can be freed from carbonic acid by 
passing it through slaked lime, and from ammonia by passing it through 
water. In conclusion he referred to the properties of the diluents of coal 
eo erarceee. carbonic oxide, and marsh gas—more especially noting the 

ffusibility of hydrogen, which greatly promotes the circulation of coal ga 
in pipes, with the drawback, however, of permitting the entrance of common 
air, whereby the illuminating power of the gas is greatly decreased. 
Professor Frankland in his concluding lecture, on Saturday last, 
resumed the consideration of the diluents of Coal Gas, stating that their 
only useful function was that of taking up the vapours of volatile hydro- 
carbons, and thereby contributing to the luminosity of the flame. Marsh 
gas is a feeble illuminant, but at avery high temperature; hydrogen is 
innocuous when burnt, but is liable to form an explosive mixture; and 
cart »nic oxide and its products are excessively noxious. The professor 
divided the chief illuminants in coal gas into five families :—1, Acetylene ; 
2, olefiant gas, propylene, butylene ; 3, hydride of hexyl, octyl, and decy! ; 
4, benzole, toluole, cumule ; 5, naphthalin ; of which families the second and 
fourth contribute most to the light. A series of experiments exhibited the 
character of the chief of each series. Acetylene, a transparent, colourless 
gas, was discovered by Edmund Davy, and recently rediscovered by Berthelot, 
who also has formed it from its elements. The professor exhibited its 
combustion with a bright luminous fiame, and decomposed it by electric 
sparks, Combined with copper (as acetylide of copper) it forms a red 
amorphous powder, which is very explosive when heated. As this is formed 
upon brass fittings, its presence has probably conduced to gas explosions. 
The brilliant light of olefiant gas and its other properties were next examined, 
followed by the discussion of those of the agreeably-smelling, colourless, 
inflammable liquid benzole, and of the white crystalline body napthalin, « 
which gas owes much of ite unpleasant odour. The latter part of the lecture 
was devoted to the illuminated qualities of different coals and the com 
tive cost of light from various sources, as exhibited in a series of t 
which proved that boghead coal gas produced the most light and th: 
gas was the cheapes. of all our iliuminants. In a table showing 
luminosity of the gas of different towns, taking the old Parliamentary burner 
as a standard, it appeared that, while the average light of London gas was 
as 12*1 candles, that of Liverpool and Manchester was 22; Edinburgh and 
Glasgow, 28; and Aberdeen, 35. The metropolis has not only less light, but 
& proportionally greater amount of deleterious products from its coal gas 
due mainly to the new and cheap but imperfect method of purification. 


Dr. James Bell Pettigrew, Assistant Curator of the Royal 
College of Sargeons, gave the evening discourse on Friday, the 22nd inst., 
the subject being “‘ The Various Modes of Flight in Relation to Aeronautics.’ 
He began with remarks on the three modes of animal locomotion—walking. 
swimming, and fiying ; referring to large diagrams, exhibiting the relation of 
the motive agents employed by mammals, fishes, insects, and birds, those 
required for flying being the most complieated, further illustrated by stuff 
specimens of birds in a great variety of attitudes. He then stated that 
long-continued research (conducted with the view of ascertaining the feas 
bility of constructing an aerial machine) he had deduced the following prin 
ciples :~-1, A body must be heavier than the air in order to navigate it 
2, the tracheal system, hollow bones, and air cavities of birds are not 
necessary to fight, because it is attained in the bat, where neither i: pre- 
sent; 3, insects and birds may be divided into those having light bodies and

light wings (as the stag-bectle and partridge), the latter flying by the 
greater muscular development and increased rapidity of oscillatior 
in the wing. Thus, he said, the problem of flight seems to resolve 
iteelf into one of weight, power, velocity, and small surfaces veren 
buoyancy, debility, diminished speed, and extended surfaces; weight in both 
cases being essential. Referring to a diagram, Dr. Pettigrew characterieed 
all wings as more or less triangular, with the base towards the body ; and as 
being conical on section, from within outwards and from before back wards— 
this shape converting the pinion into a delicately-graduated instrument, 
balanced with the utmost nicety to satisfy the requirements of the muscular 
system and the resistance and resiliency of the air. In all wings the nervures 
are arranged at the axis like a spiral stair or gimlet, and, when in action. the 
wing acts like a screw-propeller. Wings do not strike the air downwards and
